There have been so many 
interpretations of Paul’s state- 
ment that women should 
“keep silence in the church- 
es” that it has been an easy 
matter for the minds of the 
people to become confused. 
Many of the _ strongest 
churches numerically have 
looked upon this as a direct 
command that women should 
not preach the gospel, and 
thus the talents and callings 
of thousands of precious wo- 
men have been stifled, and 
the pent-up feelings and en- 
ergies have been so quenched 
that many have departed this 
life no doubt with a con- 
sciousness’ that their hopes 
have been blasted and their 
lives a failure. 

As the age is fast drawing 
to a close, and the Holy 
Spirit is moving upon the 
masses more or less obtrusive- 
ly, many good women are 
held in check, and their ener- 
gies and abilities are lying 
dormant because of tradition- 
al interpretations of these 
Scriptures. 

The fourteenth chapter of 
Ist Corinthians has been a 
hidden chapter to the masses 
of Christians for centuries, 
and even now the depth of 
its meaning remains a mys- 
tery: Not a few congratulate 
themselves on finding a cor- 
rect interpretion as they 
think, but when compared 
with the other Scriptures as a 
whole their egotistical cor- 
rectness proves to be very 
incorrect. 

Not a few try to make it 
appear that Paul was only 
addressing the Corinthian 
Church, and it did not apply 
to all the churches, and does 
not apply to us in these days. 
They chaim that the women 
at Corinth had become bois-

flatly contradicted by his let- 
terto Timothy. If these in- 
stauctions had been for the 
women at Corinth only, and 
if he had written to Timothy 
in regard to it at all, he cer- 
tainly would have told him 
that the women over at Cor- 
inth had become so bold and 
mannish that he had given’ 
orders for them to be silent 
and say nothing at all in the 
services, and if they wished 
to “learn anything, let them 
ask their husbands at home.” 
But the letter of instructions 
to Timothy indicates that it 
Was given as a_ universal 
teaching and did not apply 
to the women of Corinth only. 
However it is an undeniable 
fact, that women are to have 
no voice in certain matters, 
and that there isa time and 
place that she 1s to be in si- 
lence; and it has been estab- 
lished with equal certainty 
that she has a right to preach 
the gospel, so it will be 
necessary for us to look else- 
where for a correct interpre- 
tation. 


In his letter Paul had just 
been giving some instructions 
to the Church at Corinth and 
concludes by saying, “‘as in 
all the churches of the saints,”’ 
which shows that the instruc- 
tions were not meant to ap- 
ply locally only, but univers- 
ally, to all the churches. 
Then he immediately follows 
this by giving instructions 
about the women and uses 
the word “churches” which 
shows without a reasonable 
doubt that the instructions 
were general and universal. 
“Let your women keep si- 
lence in the churches,” he 
says. Not only the Church 
of God at Corinth, to which 
he addressed his letter, but 
to all the churches. every- 
where and the statement in 
his letter to Timothy corrob-

present. This order is to be 
maintained “in the church.” 
Paul does not condemn 
speaking in tongues, neither 
does he forbid women 
preaching, “but in the church” 
he would rather speak five 
words with his understand- 
ing than ten thousand words 
in an unknown tongue, and 
he says “it is a shame for wo- 
men to speak in the church.” 
Referring to the tongues he 
says, “I thank my God, I 
speak with tongues more than 
ye all.” Referring to women 
preaching he says, “But every 
woman that * * * prophesieth 
with her head uncovered dis- 
honoreth her head.” These 
are both plain acknowledge- 
ments that Paul will talk in 
tongues and the woman will 
preach, but not inthe church. 
Paul did not say he would 
not talk in tongues in the 
church, but infers that he 
would rather not, but he 
does say, “I suffer not a wo- 
man to teach, nor to usurp 
authority over the man, but 
to be in silence.” Paul gives 
a privilege for two or three 
to speak in unknown tongues 
in the church provided there 
is an interpreter (1 Cor. 
14:34). This is plain, forcible, 
and conclusive. 

I wish now to call attention 
to two words that are given 
as a key to the whole situa- 
tion, “usurp” and “authority.” 
You find them at 1 Tim. 2:12. 
“But I suffer not a woman to 
teach nor to usurp authority 
over the man.” The revised 
version has it thus: “But I 
permit not a woman to teach, 


a man.” 
Again it becomes neces-

(| Cor. 14:34, 35). He ex- 
plains in his letter to Timothy 
that she shall have no part in 
the government. This analo- 
gy is clear and conclusive, 
and he gives as his reason! 
that “Adam was first formed, 
then Eve. And Adam was 
not deceived, but the woman 
being deceived was in the 
transgression. (1 Tim. 2:13, 14). 
The explanation is clear 
and without any reasonable 
contradiction. Paul explains 
Gen. 2:18 by saying, “The 
man 1s not of the woman, but 
the woman of the man. Nei- 
ther was the man created for 
the woman; but the woman 
for the man.” (1 Cor. 11:8, 9) 


He also says, “But I would 
have you know, that the 
head of every man is Christ; 
and the head of the woman 
is the man; and the head of 
Christ is God” (I Cor. 11:3) 
Eve was in the transgression 
in that she usurped the pow- 
er of government or authority 
from Adam and accepted an 
additional plank in the plat- 
form without sheltering un- 
der Adam as her protector. 
She should have said to the 
beguiling serpent, ‘“That’s 
none of my business, you 
will have to talk to Adam 
about that.” But she accept- 
ed the fruit and gave to- her 
husband also. 


Paul uses this to show that 
woman shall have no part in 
the government. She is not 
to exercise authority and do- 
minion over the man. Now 
since she is not to have do- 
minion and authority over the 
man, and is to have no voice 
in the government we readi- 
ly conclude that there'is such 
a close resemblance between 
the word “church” and “gov- 
ernment,” that these words 
are sometimes used inter- 
changeably.

Some one might question 
the above expression, that of 
using the plural ‘“churhes” 
and “governments.” This 
was Paul’s way of showing 
that these instructions were 
not for the church at Corinth 
alone, but applied to all 
churches wherever located. 
It also shows that each local 
church has a local govern- 
ment in which the women 
are to have no part except 
to obey. 

To illustrate—we have one 
government, the United 
States of America. Besides 
the government as a whole 
there are smaller or inferior 
governments’ scattered in 
every state, ceunty and town 
orcity. Paul knew what he 
was doing, and he leaves no 
room forus to be puzzled 
about the matter. The fact 
is that women have no voice 
in governmental affairs in the 
local churches or the general 
assembly where questions 
are considered and settled 
as shown at Acts 15. 

Women are granted the 
privilege of attending such 
meetings of governmental 
business and listening in 
quietness to all that 1s spoken, 
but not evento ask for an 
explanation of some point 
she don’t understand. Eve 
could have stood by her hus- 
band in silence while he ne- 
gotiated with the serpent, and 
escaped the charge of being 
in the transgression, but 
when she usurped authority 
from her husband and _ took 
the reins of government in 
her own hands and accepted 
that new law that was really 
contrary to God’s law, it 
branded her forever as being 
in the transgression.

The Bible teaches us that

‘derful lite of which we read,

He atoned for and made pro- 
vision that all the depravity 
unrighteousness of the heart 
be completely removed, and 
that the heart and life be kept 
free and pure from sin and 
sinning in every degree and 
sense. If He kad not we 
could not in any sense be- 
come a Christian. Please 
read the following Scriptures. 
I John 1:7-7; and 2:2; Titus 
2:14; Heb 7:25; Rev. 1:5;

from Moses and spoke up 
where she had no right, she 
was smitten with leprosy and 
God commanded her to be 
put out of the camp for seven 
days as a punishment for her 
vile act in speaking against 
Moses in governmental af- 
fairs. This bit of history 
stands out asa silent and 
awful warning against wo- 
man assuming authority and 
rule in government, or even 
speaking at an improper time 
and place in relation to gov- 
rnmental affairs. This took 
place in the church in the 
wilderness. Miriam could 
prophesy or preach, but she 
could not hold any part of 
the reins of government. 


Paul’s statement that wo- 
men shall keep silence in the 
churches is a direct com- 
mand against women taking 
active part in governmental 
control.
